in* mug of the m ints of India to the nn- 
Xnited coinage of silver, ai id the repeal 
cf the order perm itting gold to be paid 
far government dues and to be ex- j 
changed for government rupees.” 
Mr. Wolcott spoke a t some length 
ipon tho conditions in India, explaining 
Urn val ae of the rupee since the closing 
rf the mints to silver in 1893. Tho 
closing of the m ints had, he said, created 
a wide dissatisfaction and there was a 
general impression th at the Indian go1* 
mimmt would be glad to retrace its 
slrps. 
Even the English m inistry so thought, 
sad when India refused, it came as a 
total surprise to the English govern­ 
ment. 
England could have overruled 
this, but it was contrary to precedent. 
Mr. Wolcott next enum erated the ob­ 
stacles with which the commission had 
to contend, iii which he included the re­ 
markable drop in the price of silver, the 
coincident tariff legislation in the U nited 
Stat* s and the statem ents of New York 
tankers in England, who he said sought 
sooessto English officials and fissured 
them that any sentim ent w hich had 
formerly existed in the U nited States in 
favor of bimetallism was dead. 
O ther 
statements made by the bankers, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Wolcott, were the follow­ 
ing: That the mission w as sent solely 
as a sop to a few far western R epubli­ 
cans; that the country generally favored 
tho gold standard, and th at the presi­ 
dent of the United States shared this 
view. 
“Tile statements w ere,” M r. W olcott 
aud, “of oourse untrue, but in support 
•f them these people assum ed to present 
interviews and statem ents of the di­ 
rector of the mint, a hold-over from tho 
last administration, the late comptroller 
of the currency, an equally precious 
legacy, now out of the public service 
and translated to a Chicago bank, and 
prt tended statements in letters and in ­ 
terviews of the secretary of the treas­ 
u ry hat there w as no chance for inter­ 
national or other bim etallism , 
and 
favoring the perm anent adoption of the 
fold standard. 
Nobody 
in 
Europe 
•ared a rap what the m inor prophets 
thought or said, as nobody in this coun­ 
try cares, but the alleged statem ents of 
ue secretary of the treasury were a dif­ 
ferent matter. 
We insisted th at the 
fetters must be forgeries and the inter­ 
views fictitious, and I trust they were, 
for it was inconceivable th at a m em ber 
the cabinet would seek to underm ine 
we efforts of a mission appointed by 
•he president and whose efforts he was 
•ordially and zealously seconding.” 
The commissi on was, he said, also at- 
UektMl from time to tim e by statem ents 
nom extremists in the other direction, 
insisting that our efforts w ere sham 
urn pretended, that we had no hope or 
expectation of success th at the president 
was secretly opposing us, th at it was a 
agrace to our country th at we were 
permitted to invite other countries to 
£ ir.U^ 10 open miufc« ;tllat 
w as bu- 
muiatiiig that we were even consulting 
r countl7 011 the subject; th at 
wi. ,.r0 ^ as ^evitable, and the sooner 
b‘«ne the better. It w as a new 
somewhat ludicrous view of the ail* 
th!i^of8tLon

B ritain toward a bimetallic agreement 
and that w hite France actively desires 
to wo silver restored to its old position 
as a standard of value equally w ith gold, 
she insists th at toe problem isone which 
demands international action and the 
#o-operation to some adequate extent of 
other leading commercial nations of the 
world. 
Here Mr. W olcott announced his in­ 
tention to retire from the commission. 
He said; 
“ It is my sincere conviction that an 
international bimetallic agreement is 
still feasible, by the toxins of which 
certain countries will join us and open 
their m ints to the unlim ited coinage of 
silver, and othexs will contribute to tho 
plan an enlarged use of th at metal as 
money; and I say this the more freely 
because I shall give way upon the com­ 
mission to somebody m ore fitted for 
such negotiations and bettor able to give 
them his constant time. 
This result 
cannot be brought about w ithout tho 
expenditure of both tim e and patience, 
and the persons entrusted w ith the duty 
of negotiation m ust have back of them 
the hearty support of the president and 
of con grass.” 
He thought it m ight be necessary to 
change the ratio to som ething like 20 to 
I. 
At this point he referred to the a t­ 
titude of Secretary Gage on the finan­ 
cial question, contrasting it w ith the 
president’s position. 
His words on this point were as fol­ 
lows: 
“ W hen congress convened on 
the 7th of last m onth toe president, in 
his references to the subject of interna­ 
tional bimetallism, spoke earnestly and 
anxiously of his desire to see an interna­ 
tional bimetallic agreem ent consum­ 
m ated. 
His assurances gave renewed 
hopi4 to bim etallists all over the coun­ 
try , and seemed final and conclusive 
answ er to those who had claimed that 
the president was not in earnest iii his 
efforts tow ard international bimetallism. 
For myself, I needed no such proof. I 
had again and again been made to know 
how1 genuine was the president’s devo­ 
tion to this settlem ent of the vexed 
question. 
W ithin a fortnight after this, 
w ith no event m eanwhile which would 
change existing conditions, the secre­ 
tary of the treasury, in support of a 
bill w hich he has prepared respecting 
the currency, made a statem ent to a 
com m ittee of congress. 
“ The two statem ents are utterly at 
variance,” he continued, “ and contra­ 
dictory to each other. 
They cannot be 
reconciled. 
This is not the proper occa­ 
sion to analyze the bill of the secretary. 
It will reach limbo long before it reaches 
the senate. 
He proposes to capitalize 
the prem ium on our bonds sold recently 
and make them , w ith others to be 
issued, a security definitely payable in 
gold. He forgets th at only a few m onths 
ago. w hen the country was in dire dis­ 
tress, wre we're compelled to pay $9,000,- 
000 for the privilege of keeping the word 
‘gold’ out of some of these very bonds. 
He ought not to forget, for the bank of 
w hich he was president got, it is said, 
some of the bonds and received some of 
the proceeds of that deplorable transac­ 
tion. 
But I do not intend to discuss the 
bill which the president specifically does 
not indorse; and it is prem ature to criti­ 
cise the secretary’s Republicanism, for 
his advent into the party and the cabi­ 
net were practically contemporaneous. 
“ We m ust accept the situation. In my 
opinion, the great m ajority of tham em - 
bers of the Republican party are bimet­ 
allists, and the fact th at they are mis* 
represented by a cabinet officer is not 
pleasing, but it is endurable. 
The se­ 
lection of the members of his official 
household is the president’s own affairs, 
and so long as he stands upon the ques­ 
tion of bimetallism, w here he has ever 
stood, there is no serious ground for ap­ 
prehension. 
But even iii toe inconceiv­ 
able event that the chief m agistrate of 
this people should, iii the exercise of his 
judgm ent, determine to countenance the 
final fastening upon this country of the 
burdens of the gold standard, I trust we 
m ay still find w arrant for faith and hope 
in toe pledges of the party aud the wis­ 
dom of its counsel. 
W e will cross our 
bridges w hen we c m in to them. 
The 
tim e when this country will submit to 
the final imposition of gold monometal- 
ism is far aw ay.”

An am endm ent offered by Mr. Spooner 
(W is.), providing th at toe ability on 
the part of im m igrant either to read or 
to w rite should 1*3 accepted as a suffi­ 
cient test of his literacy, was adopted 
by a vote of 42 to 22. 
Another amend­ 
m ent by Mr. Spooner, providing that 
the members of the fam ily accompany­ 
ing an im m igrant rejected under the 
conditions of the bill should be returned 
to the country whence they came by the 
steam ship companies, w;is also adopted. 
Others efforts were made to amend the 
m easure but failed. 
The bill was then 
passed by a vote of 45 to 28.

The act does not apply to per­ 
sons comiug to the U nited Stoles from 
the island of Cuba during the continu­ 
ance of present, disorders there who have 
heretofore been inhabitants of that isl­ 
and.

looked for my son for a few moments, 
ItyBt failed to see him, so I concluded to 
take the cars for Beaver F alls; got here 
at 7 o’clock, found no one at home, took 
street car for Brighton and fonnd some 
of the happiest children this side Jor­ 
dan.

Dickinson’s second won the choice of 
position, Jackson’s tho privilege of giv 
ing the word to tire, which of all things 
ho most desired. 
They had stopped at 
night at different taverns on tho banks 
of tho Red river, and early in the morn­ 
ing arrived at the little dell in which 
they were to fight, cool and collected 
both of them. 
They were placed in po­ 
sition, and suddenly in a shout Overton 
gave the word, “ Fire!” 
It wras star­ 
tlingly abrupt, but at the word Dickin­ 
son raised his pistol aud pulled trigger. 
The general brought his left arm up 
convulsively to his breast, but he still 
stood, fixed, immovable, without re­ 
turning the tire. 
“ Great God!” exclaimed Dickinson. 
“ Have I missed him?” In his surprise 
he stepped back a pace or two.

If a decade ago the most em inent sur­ 
geons should have been told that a 
m an’s chest could be opened, the bony 
sn balance of the ribs removed, an in­ 
cision made into the pleura or sac cov­ 
ering the lungs aud these exposed to 
view like the works of a watch, they 
would have* ridiculed the statem ent as 
too preposterous to be entertained for a 
m inute. 
And yet this w as successfully 
accomplished at the C ity hospital in 
Cincinnati recently. 
The patient still 
lives and bids fair to m ake a splendid 
recovery. 
On Dec. 13 Joseph F. Harding, a pa­ 
per carrier, whose home is a t the south­ 
east corner of Baym iller and Everett 
streets, in Cincinnati, was adm itted to 
the institution suffering from acute 
pleurisy. A fter several days in the ward 
the conclusion was reached by the a t­ 
tending physician that the fluid in the 
sac h a4 turned to pus, distending the 
sac until the prostinum was being forced 
against the ribs. To save the m an’s life 
and check the inroads of supervening 
empyema—a term ination of pleuritis 
generally fatal—only one remedy re­ 
mained, the knife. 
Cognizant of this ultim atum , Harding 
consented to the ordeal, and a few after­ 
noons ago he was placed on the operat­ 
ing table, and, after being properly an­ 
aesthetized, an incision was made on 
the rig h t side of the cheet in the region 
covering the sixth and seventh ribs. 
The knife plied a downward course of 
four inches aud then across to the same 
extent at tho beginning and end of the 
vertical out, displacing an area of 16 
inches. W hen this space was laid open, 
the knife dug deeper until the ribs wore 
reached, and these w’cre then treated to 
a process which denuded them of their 
bony substance aud deprived them of 
the power of resistance. 
W ith great cantion the sac, filled 
w ith an accum ulation of pus, was then 
entered and drained. 
When this was 
accomplished, the right lung was found 
lying to one side of the sac, while the 
pleura, cleared of its pus, was like a 
collapsed balloon. 
It was during this 
part of the operation that the lungs 
coaid be plainly seen rising and con­ 
tracting in the living snbject. Bat little 
tim e was allowed for the observance of 
this rara light, and the coaration pro­ 


gressed, 
Drainage apd irrigation were 
continued, and when the 
physicians 
were satisfied that every particle of pus 
was removed tho wound was stitched 
up, and then the chest wall began to 
sink, th at effect being anticipated and 
in fact necessary to the results looked 
for. 
The resistance of the ribs being 
gone, the wall falls into aud covers the 
cavity created by the distended pleura. 
In this way new bone is found in the 
ribs, aud, healthy conditions having re­ 
turned, nature does the rest. A drainage 
tube inserted in a small opening left in 
the wound concluded the final step in 
the operation, aud, being restored to 
consciousness, Harding showed no signs 
of suffering from shock. 
The result of 
the operation will 
be watched w ith 
great interest by the m edical profession. 
— Cincinnati Enquirer.

It m ust 
be acknowledged, however, that m ar­ 
riages are still made up, often too has­ 
tily and superficially, by nicely balanced 
fam ily arrangem ents and by the in ter­ 
vention of friends. Nevertheless, attrac­ 
tion and repulsion are now taken into 
consideration, and s girl is no longer 
forced to m arry a man whom she posi­ 
tively dislikes.

w a s known by the number 1,218; J upiter 
by 717, in mythological lore. 
W hat 
then do the figures 666 represent? Poly- 
carp asserts that they represent the 
Latin or Catholic power, as this power 
ui its prayers, songs and breviary ni.ik* s 
one of the Latin language; this has been 
the role in the Roman Catholic church 
from the days of the apostles down to 
the present hour. 
Paul taught a differ­ 
ent lesson, and urged the apostles to de­ 
liver the message of Christ in a language 
understood by the people to whom it was 


addressed. 
••I want to give you my definition of 
the figures made use of in this I nth 
terse of the 18th chapter of Revelations, 
aud of figures made use of elsewhere in 
God's holy book. 
The simplest number

Them are two dance balls, both 
of which w ill close up shortly unless 
their proprietors can obtain a supply of 
coal oil to keep their dim lamps burn­ 
ing. 
There is a 
peripatetic 
restaurant 
which is open when it occasionally ob­ 
tains enough food to supply meals at 
from fib 50 to |5 which would cost in 
8an Francisco from 15 to 25 cents. 
Ham and eggs alone are $5. 
There is no regular theater or musio 
hail, although one dance hall is called 
the Opera House. Onoe in aw hile a va 
riety show is given in one of the dance 
halls, reserved seats costing |5 . In each 
of these are half a dozen g irls who dance 
with whoever cares for such amuse 
m eat from early evening u n til late in 
the m orning. 
But for the strong faoes 
of the frequenters of the places they 
differ little in appearance from danoe 
balls on the Barbary coast In San F ran­ 
cisco, in the Bowery in New York or in 
the east end of London. 
In these places no attem pt is made to 
supply the patrons w ith honest drinks. 
Hoochinoo, made on the premises or 
somewhere else in town and flavored 
appropriately, is sold aa Scotch, Irish 
or Bourbon whiskies a t 50 
oents a 
drink. 
There are more than a dozen saloons 
in Dawson, but the proprietors of two 
or three of them have bought up prao 
tically all the honest liquor in Dawson, 
and the rest sell hooohinoo. 
Gam bling in Dawson is at a low ebb 
now th at m ost of those who have money 
are away in the mines for the w inter’s 
work, yet a thriving business is done 
in most of the saloons at roulette, faro 
and stud poker. 
Every four days some mine owner is 
given the credit of having dropped from 
$1,000 to $10,000 in a gam e.— John D. 
M cGillivray in New York Herald.

up the guns in order to give a warm re­ 
ception to any wandering pirates, a few 
of whom still cruise about Tangier and 
the north African coast. 
The arm am ent of the N arada is quite 
form idable for a pleasure craft. 
Two 
four pounder rapid fire guns are already 
mounted forward, and two others of the 
same caliber were lying on the deck 
amidships and will be m ounted on the 
starboard and port quarters respective­ 
ly. 
She also carries 20 repeating rifles 
and the same number of cutlasses, which 
make a very imposing stand of arm s in 
the saloon. 
The N arada is a single screw vessel, 
owned by Henry W alters, the Baltim ore 
m illionaire, and is enrolled in the New 
York, Larchm ont, A tlantic, Baltimore, 
Seawanhaka, Corinthian and Carolina 
Yacht clubs. 
She is 224 feet over all, 
1U4 feet on the water line, w ith an ex­ 
trem e beam of 27 feet 2 inches and a 
draft of 14 feet.

A ni.nut Colonists. 
During the last few years the demand 
for pedigree English cattle for Argin 
Ona bas beeu enormous. Shorthorns, 
Herefords aud Devons have beeu im ­ 
ported weekly, aud a crossbred English 
-took now fills the “ corrals” of the 
great beef and bovril companies of the 
Rio de la Plata. 
In North America this 
Anglicizing process lins spread to all the 
states of the Union. Half bred Herefords 
and Shorthorns are taking the place of 
the common cattle of the {Stateson near­ 
ly all the ranches of the beef producing 
districts, aud the colonizing capacity of 
different English breeds is recommend­ 
ing them for special districts. Thus the 
Devon bulls nro purchased for ranches 
where the search for pasture and water 
needs special activity and endurance, 
and red "polled” or hornless Snffolks 
are used where cattle are being bred for 
transit by rail or ship because the ab­ 
sence of hnruH is then convenient. Even 
tropical Brazil follows the fashion, and 
English Jersey cows are seen demurely 
walking through the forest paths by the 
coffee plantations and English terriers 
and png dogs sit on the laps of Brazilian 
ladies. 
W hether the Jersey cattle will m ulti­ 
ply on the planters’ estates time will 
show, but the spread of our colonizing 
animals, which are now invading simul­ 
taneously the plains of Patagonia and 
the north Canadian territory, does not 
lim it its progress to the direction of the 
poles. 
In India the English horse be­ 
comes a colonist by second intention, in 
the form of the “ w aler,” a sounder and 
stronger animal than the majority of 
British hackneys. 
His value, as com­ 
pared with the native breeds of Asia, is 
still undetermined, but we must accept 
bis presence and survival as a fact.— 
Loudon Spectator. 


Soap. 
The first distinct mention of soap 
now extant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
it as an invention of the Gauls; but be 
that as it may, the use of soap fox wash­ 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In the 
ruins of Pompeii a complete soap man­ 
ufactory was found, and the utensils 
and some soap were in a tolerable state 
of preservation. 
Tho Gallic soap of 
eighteen centuries ago was prepared 
from fat and wood ashes, particularly 
the ashes from beech wood, which wood 
was very common in France as well as 
in England. Soap is spoken of by w rit­ 
ers from the second century, but tho 
Saraceus were the first people to bring 
it into general use as an external cleans­ 
ing medium. 
The use of soap is thus 
described: “ When examined chemical­ 
ly, the skin is found to be composed of 
a substance analogous to dried white of 
egg; in a word, albumen. 
Now, albu­ 
men is soluble iii the alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing the skin 
the excess of alkali combines with the 
oily fluid with which the skin is natu­ 
rally bedewed, removes it in the form of 
an emulsion, and with a portion of tho 
dirt. Another portion of the alkali soft­ 
ens and dissolves the superficial stratum 
of the skin, and when this is rubbed off 
the rest of the dirt disappears. So that 
every washing of the skin with soap re­ 
moves the old face of the skin and leaves 
a new one, and were the process lepeat- 
ed to excess the latter would become 
attenuated.’’-—Philadelphia Ledger. 


The Fam ous Pari* Garret. 
There are few persons interested in 
things literary who being in Paris w ith ­ 
in the last IO or 15 years can have fail 
ed to hear of the garret of M. de Goo- 
court. 
M. de Goucourt himself would 
perhaps have preferred people to say the 
garret of “ the brothers Goucourt,” al­ 
though, as is well known, the institu­ 
tion was originated and flourished only 
after the death of the younger brother. 
The “ garret” specifically was a charm­ 
ing room, half hall, half library, on the 
third floor of the little Louis XVI hotel 
at Auteuil which M. Edmond de Gou­ 
court occupied during the whole latter 
part of his life; generically it was the 
meeting together of kindred spirits, of 
disciples and admirers and friends of 
the old maitre, the germ of the academy 
which it was Edmond de Goncourt’s , 
dream to establish in opposition to the 
academy of the 40 immortals, and the 
nursery, as it were, where talents were 
grown to ripeness for the honor of ad­ 
mission to that same especial academy. 
—Aline Gorreu in .Scribner’s.

E lectrical Fluid 
His Object Is to Get 


m C entrifugal Force E xceeding That of 
th e E arth- He Uses K ites. 


Dr. W illiam M. Gross of Gillespie, 
Ills., believes that his electrical ma­ 
chine, which has beeu tested at the 
Laclede Gas, Light and Power com­ 
pany’s plant at the foot of Mound street, 
will revolutionize the methods of pro­ 
ducing electric power. 
Primarily Dr. Gross is at war with 
the schools. 
The scholastic idea is that 
electricity is a static force. 
Dr. Gross 
bolds that it is induced. 
He advances 
arguments in behalf of his theory that 
electricians laugh at, but do not refute. 
Some of the tests made by Dr. Gross 
aud his associates by means of kites have 
bqgn successful in a small degree. Oth­ 
ers will follow, and it is expected that 
by March I it will be known whether 
the Gillespie doctor or the practical elec­ 
tricians are right. 
Dr. Gross is manifestly of thoughtful 
habit, almost 50 years old, bald, gray 
bearded and strong of frame. He is the 
leading practitioner in tho Gillespie 
neighborhood aud has a local reputation 
as a mathematician. 
No man in the 
community stands higher. 
His backers in hU electrical invention 
are John H. Eilers of Gillespie aud 
Frank Friede aud William Brandt of 
Mount Olive, Ills. They are men of 
means, amply able to stand the expense 
of the experiments. Their indorsement 
of his thorny tells better than words of 
the faith that is reposed in him. Still 
there is a division of sentiment iii G il­ 
lespie, many of Dr. Gross’ neighbors be­ 
lieving, with the electricians, that his 
idea is chimerical. 
Dr. Gross recently discussed his theo­ 
ry. He said.* 
“ My purpose is to capture and utilize 
tho earth seeking electricity. I am in 
opposition to the schools in believing 
that electrical forco is induced and not 
static. I do not pretend to be an electri­ 
cian. 
Time will tell whether I am a 
acientist. 
“ The earth and its atmosphere are j 
the armature, and that portion of space , 
between the earth and the sun is the j 
electro magnet of nature’s grand dy- . 
narno electric machine. The sun is shin- J 
iug on one-half of the earth all the 
j 
time. Its rays are vertical on some por- | 
tion of the earth all the time. The space 1 
between the earth aud the sun is heavily j 
charged w’ith electricity. 
Currents of 
this electricity ure induced out of space 
by the revolutions of tho earth from 
west to east. 
“ In accordance with the rule of eloc- j 
trio currents they pass in opposite d i­ 
rections, going from east to west. This 
is in obedience to the law, interpreted by j 
Lenz more than 60 years ago, that in- J 
duced currents of electricity always go 
in opposite directions to the electric 
magnetics force producing the current. 
These currents are brought down to and 
through the earth’s centrifugal force. 
This force tends from the center toward 
the east. The current tends from the 
east and to the center of the earth. 
When the center becomes surcharged, 
tho current flows off at about the seven­ 
tieth parallel, producing the north and 
south wiuds. 
“ I will say nothing about the con­ 
struction of my machine, hut my object 
is to get a centrifugal force exceeding 
that of the earth. Getting that, I be­ 
lieve I can induce the electrical force 
that is in space. 
“ That is the kernel of my idea. 
“ The earth travels 18>£ miles a m in­ 
ute. 
My machine must go faster than 
this in order to induce the electricity I 
want. 
“ I am not quite satisfied with the re­ 
sults attained. 
We got a decided cur­ 
rent, hut curiously enough the strongest 
flow was from an altitude of only IOO 
feet. 
The men handling the kites then 
had to put on rubber gloves. 
“ I got my idea in 1895. It came from 
the discovery that the earth was full of 
electricity, resulting from experiments 
with the ground wire of a telephone. I 
lay down aud thought earnestly of how 
I could capture the earth’s electricity. 
It came to me like a flash if I could 
overcome the earth’s centrifugal force I 
could utilize the electricity it induces. 
That is what my machine is intended to 
do. 
Whether it will do it or not re­ 
mains to be seen.” —S t Louis Post-Dis­ 
patch.

Boston, Jan. 18.—Tho fight between 
employer and employe in the Now En­ 
gland cotton mills is on, and what it 
w ill lead up to cannot be foretold. The 
great corporations in New Bedford are 
silent, and thousands of operatives idle, 
while hero and there discontent cropped 
out all day, tho most serious being at 
Biddeford, Me., where 3,200 persons re­ 
fused to work, thus closing two mills, 
and at Lewiston, where one mill was 
crippled by 400 weavers staying out. 
The general wage reduction is esti­ 
mated to effect 125,000 persons in about 
ISO mills, although these mills have pre­ 
viously adopted the new schedule and 
several others have given notice of im­ 
mediate reductions. 
Here aud then' 
dissatisfaction was bronght to the no­ 
tice of agents and overseers over minor 
grievances, and iii most cases those were 
either remedied or an inquiry promised. 
Today finds the textile operatives 
everywhere intently interested in the 
New Bedford struggle, for here the test 
of strength aud endurance will come, 
and upon the outcome will depend the 
question of an industrial battle the en­ 
tire length and breadth of the New 
England states. Tke chief point in 
this battle will be discipline and the 
first command of 
organized labor 
brought "well nigh perfect obedience. 
The day passed quite peacefully, but 
one incident is in some quarters feared 
as «> forerunner of the odds the strikers 
will take if driven to desperation. 
From the point of view of the mill 
owner, the New Bedford situation is 
now a lockout. Intervention by the 
state board of arbitration this week is 
hardly likely to be allowed, and no overt 
act on the part of the strikers and no at­ 
tempt to open a mill is expected for a 
number of nays. 
The New Bedford strikers will receive 
strike money from operatives elsewhere, 
but tho sum total will be reserved until 
a protracted battle brings on want and 
hardship, which the unions will then 
try to relieve. 
In several mill centers, namely, New 
Bedford and Biddeford, Saco and Lew­ 
iston, Me., dissatisfaction among the 
milllumds is intense arid strikes are on. 
The 18 mills of the former city, which 
give employment to 9,000 hands, have 
been shut down because the operatives 
have refused to accept the reduction,and 
the contest thus inaugurated promises 
to be one of the most stubborn in the 
history of the textile industry. 
The 
situation in New Bedford is very gloomy. 
Business there had not recovered from 
tho depression which followed the fail 
nre of six mill corporations last spring 
The 3,500 employes at the Laconia anc. 
Pepperell mills in Biddeford, Me., re 
fustic! to go to work under the new 
schedule, and it is thought the strike 
there will not be settled easily. Some 
of the employes of York mills of Saco 
also joined the movement.

THE COAL CONFERENCE 


M iner* a n d O perato r* M eet a t C hicago 
to .Settle th e Scale. 
Chicago, Jan. 18.—A joint conven­ 
tion of bituminous coal operators and 
miners met in this city yesterday for 
the purpose of adjusting the wage scale 
for 1898. Five hundred operators and 
miners, representing Western Pennsyl­ 
vania, West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois, were present. Work was rather 
slow owing to the fact that nono of the 
delegations was thoroughly organized. 
After adopting the rules committee re­ 
port. recommending four votes for each 
state, and a scale committee of four 
miners and the same number of opera­ 
tors from each state, tho convention ad­ 
journed until today to permit organiza­ 
tion of the delegations. 
Permanent organization was effected 
by the selection of W. H. Holcomb of 
Chicago as chairman, and two secre­ 
taries, F. H. Brooks of Ohio and W. C. 
Pearce of Chicago, the former represent­ 
ing the miners and the latter the oper­ 
ators. 
The committee oil credentials reported 
221 operators in attendance, as follows: 
Ohio, 46; Indiana, 41; Illinois, 92; Penn­ 
sylvania, 42. The miners numbered 
278, as follows: Illinois, 111; Ohio, 83; 
Pennsylvania, 40; Indiana, 27; West. 
Virginia, 17. 
The report was then 
adopted. Colonel William E. Morrison 
of Illinois addressed the meeting briefly, 
recommending a peaceable settlement 
of all the differences. 
The West Virginia delegation 
of 
miners was seated with a voice in the 
convention hut without vote.

The 
dosing of the mints had, he said, ansated 
i Hi,lc dissatisfaction and there was a 
general impression that the Indian gow 
aliment woald be glad to retrace its 
steps. 
Even the English ministry so thought, 
tad when India refused, it came as a 
total surprise to the English govern- 
Bent. 
England could have overruled 
Ibis, but it was contrary to precedent. 
Mr. Wolcott next enumerated the ob- 
M*d<* with which the commission had 
to contend, in which be incladed the re­ 
markable drop in the price of silver, the 
(^incident tariff legislation in the United 
Stat*» and the statements of New York 
tankers in England, who he said sought 
torcs* to English officials and assured 
them that any sentiment which had 
formerly existed in the United States in 
favor of bimetallism was dead. Other 
statement* made by the bankers, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Wolcott, were the follow­ 
ing: That the mission was sent solely 
a* a sop to a few far western Republi­ 
can*; that the conntry generally favored 
tho gold standard, and that the presi­ 
dent of the United States shared this 
view. 
••The statements were,” Mr. Wolcott 
aud, “of course untrue, but in support 
if them these people assumed to present 
interviews and statements of the di­ 
rector of the mint, a hold-over from the 
last administration, the late comptroller 
of the currency, an equally precious 
legacy, now out of the public service 
and traiinlab'd to a Chicago bank, and 
pr* tended statements in letters and in* 
•■views of the secretary of the treas­ 
ury that there was no chance for inter­ 
national or other bimetallism, 
aud 
favoring the lenuanent adoption of the 
fold standard. 
Nobody in 
Europe 
sarod a rap what tho minor prophets 
■bought or said, aa nobody in thia coun­ 
try can*, but the alleged statements of 
the secretaiy of the treasury were a dif­ 
ferent matter. We insisted that the 
fetter* must be forgeries and the inter­ 
view* fictitious, and I trust they were, 
for it wa* inconceivable that a member 
af the cabinet would seek to undermine 
■be efforts of a mission appointed by 
•ne president and whose efforts he was 
•ordially and zealously seconding.'* 
The commission was, he said, also at­ 
tacked from time to time by statements 
worn extremists in the other direction, 
insisting that our efforts were sham

Britain toward a bimetallic agreement 
and that addle Franco actively desire* 
to see silver rester* d to its old position 
as a standard of value equally with gold, 
she insists that the problem is one which 
demands international action and the 
ro-operation to some adequate extent of 
other leading commercial nations of the 
world. 
Here Mr. Wolcott annonnoed his in­ 
tention to retire from the commission. 
He said: 
“It is my sincere conviction that an 
international bimetallic agreement is 
still feasible, by the terms of which 
certain countries will join us and open 
their mints to the unlimited coinage of 
silver, and others will contribute to the 
plan aa enlarged ase of that metal as 
money; and I say this the more freely 
because I shall give way upon the com­ 
mission to somebody more fitted for 
snob negotiations and bettor able to give 
them his constant time. This result 
cannot be brought about without the 
expenditure of both time and patience, 
and Hie peiwons entrusted with the duty 
of negotiation most have back of them 
the hearty support of the president aud 
jl congress.'* 
He thought it might be necessary to 
change the ratio to something like 20 to 
I. 
At this point he ref lured to the at­ 
titude of Secretary Gage on the finan­ 
cial question, contrasting it with the 
president’s position. 
His words on this point were as fol­ 
lows: 
“ When congress convened on 
the 7th of last month the president, in 
his references to the subject of Interna­ 
tional bimetallism, spoke earnestly and 
anxiously of Ids desire to see an interna­ 
tional bimetallic agreement consum­ 
mated. 
His assurances gave renewed 
hope to bimetallists all over the coun­ 
try, and seemed final and conclusive 
I answer to those who had claimed that 
the president was not in earnest in his 
efforts toward international bimetallism. 
For myself, I needed no such proof. I 
had again and again been made to know 
how genuine was the president's devo­ 
tion to this settlement of the vexed 
question. Within a fortnight after this, 
with no event meanwhile which would 
change existing conditions, the secre­ 
tary of the treasury, in support of a 
bill which he lias prepared respecting 
the currency, made a statement to a 
committee of congress. 
“The two statements are utterly at 
variance,” he continued, “and contra­ 
dictory to each esther. They cannot be 
reconciled. This is not the proper occa­ 
sion to analyze the bill of the secretary. 
It will reach limbo long before it roaches 
the senate. He propones to capitalize 
the premium on our bonds sold recently 
and make them, with others to be 
issued, a security definitely payable in 
gold. He forgets that only a few month* 
ago. when the country wa* in dire dis­ 
tress. we were compelled to pay #9,000,- 
00;) for the privilege of keeping the word 
•gold’ out of some of these very bonds. 
He ought not to forget, for the bank of 
which he wa* president got, it is said, 
some of the bonds and received some of 
the proceeds of that deplorable transac­ 
tion. Bot I do not intend to discus* the 
bill which the president specifically doe* 
uot indorse; aud it is premature to criti­ 
cise the secretary's Republicanism, for 
hi* advent into the party and the cabi­ 
net were practically contemporaneous. 
“ We must accept the situation. In my 
opinion, the great majority of th*vmeni- 
bers of the Republican party are bimet­ 
allists, and the fact that they are mis­ 
represented by a cabinet officer is not 
{ 
ileasing, bat it is endurable. The sw­ 
eet iou of the members of hi* official 
household is tim president’* own affairs, 
mid so long a* he stands upon the ques­ 
tion of him.tallisni. where he has ever 
stood, there is no serious ground for ap­ 
prehension. 
Bot even in the inconceiv­ 
able event that the chief magistrate of 
this people should, in the exercise of his 
judgment, determine to countenance the 
final fastening upon this count®* of the 
burdens of the gold standard, I trust we 
may still find warrant for faith and hope 
in the pledges of the party aud the wis­ 
dom of its counsel. 
We will cross our 
bridges when we erne to them. 
The 
time when this country will submit to 
the final imposition of gold numometal- 
ism is far away.” 


RESTRICTS IMMIGRATION. 


The Lodge Bill Fa«®«*d th* Senate by a 
Vote of 4A to IJS--Immigrant* Over 16 
Must Be Able to Bead aad Write. 
Other Provolone of the Measure. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—The immigra­ 
tion bill has been passed by the senate. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Spooner 
(W is.), providing that the ability on 
the part of immigrant eitiler to read or 
to write should to accepted as a suffi­ 
cient test of his literacy, was adopted 
by a vote of 42 to 22. Another amend­ 
ment by Mr. Spooner, providing that 
the members of the family accompany-1 
ing an immigrant rejected nuder the 
conditions of the bill should be returned 
to the country wheuce they come by the 
steamship companies, was also adopted. 
Others efforts were modi’ to amend the 
measure but failed. The bill was th* u 
passed by a vote of 45 to 28.

qualified. The act does not apphr to per­ 
sons coming to the United States from 
the island of Cuba during the continu­ 
ance of present disorder* there who have 
heretofore been inhabitants of that isl­ 
and.

life. And a prison is no exception to this 
rule; even there are contracted tree and 
lasting friendships among kindred spir­ 
its and minds. 
"W ell, I arrived in Pittsburg Friday 
evening at 4 :80, dark and stormy. 
I 
looked for my son for a few moments, 
^pt failed to see him, so I concluded to 
take the cars for Beaver Falls; got here 
at T o'clock, found no one at home, took 
street car for Brighton and found some 
of the happiest children this side Jor­ 
dan. 
Then sweet was the hour that 
brought me home, where all did spring 
to meet me, while hands were striving 
aa I came to be the first to greet me. 
While earth has spent her frowns and 
wrath and care beou sorely pressing. 
Oh, I know it is so sweet to leave a 
prison cell and find a fireside blessing. 
O yea, joyfully dear was the homeward 
track wheu I took the step to trace it 
back.

■Is Chest W as Opened Bad Bls Lung* 
W ere Exposed—Dotty Sob* ten ce of Bibs 
Bemoved —The See Coffering the Longs 
Was Cleared of Pos—Patient Mf I Urea. 


If a decade ago the most eminent sur­ 
geons should have been told that 
man's chest could be opened, the bony 
substance of the ribs removed, an in 
cision made into the pleura or sae g o v 
eriug the longs aud these exposed to 
view like the works of a watch, they 
would have? ridiculed the statement as 
too preposterous to be entertained for a 
minute. 
And yet tbia waa successfully 
accomplished at the City hospital in 
Cincinnati recently. The patient still 
lives aud bids fair to make a splendid 
recovery. 
On Dec. 13 Joseph F. Harding, a pa­ 
per carrier, whose borne is at the south­ 
east corner of Baymiller and Everett 
streets, in Cincinnati, was admitted to 
the institution suffering from acute 
pleurisy. After several days in the ward 
the conclusion was reached by the at­ 
tending physician that the fluid in the 
sac ba<^ tamed to pas, distending the 
sac until the prostinnm was being forced 
against the riba To save the man’s life 
and check the inroads of supervening 
empyema—a termination of pleuritis 
generally fatal—only one remedy re­ 
mained, the knife. 
Cognizant of this ultimatum, Harding 
consented to the ordeal, and a few after­ 
noons ago he was placed on the operat­ 
ing table, and, after being properly an­ 
esthetized, an incision was nude on 
the right side of the chest in the region 
covering the sixth and seventh ribs. 
The knife plied a downward coarse of 
four inches aud then across to the same 
extent at the beginning and end of the 
vertical cot, displacing an area of 16 
inches. When this space was laid open, 
the knife dug deeper until the ribs were 
reached, and these wire then treated to 
a process which denuded them of their 
bony substance aud deprived them of 
the power of resistance. 
With great cantion the sac, filled 
with an accumulation of pus, was then 
entered and drained. 
When this was 
accomplished, the right lung was fouud 
lying to one side of the sac, while the 
pleura, cleared of its pa* was like a 
collapsed balloon. 
It was during this 
part of the operation that the luugs 
could be plainly seen rising and con­ 
tracting in the living subject. But little 
time was allowed for the observance of 
this rara light, and the coaration pro­ 


gressed, Drainage aud irrigation were 
continued, and when the 
physicians 
were satisfied that every particle of pas 
was removed the wound was stitched 
up, aud thou the chest wall began to 
sink, that effect being anticipated and 
in fact necessary to the results looked 
for. 
The resistance of the ribs being 
gone, the wall falls Into aud covers the 
cavity created by the distended pleura. 
In this way new bone is found in the 
ribs, aud, healthy conditions having re­ 
turned, nature does the rest. A drainage 
tube inserted in a small opening left in 
the wound concluded the final step in 
the operation, aud, being restored to 
consciousness, Harding showed no signs 
of suffering from shock. The result of 
the operation will be watched with 
great interest by the medical profession. 
—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Ham and eggs alone are $6. 
There is no regular theater or rn oslo 
ball, although one dance hall is called 
the Opera House. Once in awhile a va 
riety show is given in one of the dance 
halls, reserved seats costing $6. In each 
of these are half a dosen girls who dance 
with whoever cares for such amuse­ 
ment from early evening until late in 
the morning. 
But for the strong faces 
of tbs frequenters of the places they 
differ little in appearance from dance 
halls on the Barbary coast in San Fran­ 
cisco, in the Bowery In New York or in 
the east end of London. 
In theee places no attempt is made to 
supply the patrons with honest drinks. 
Hoochinoo, made on the premises or 
somewhere else in town and flavored 
appropriately, is sold aa Hootch, Irish 
or Bourbon whiskies at 60 oents a 
drink. 
There are more than a dosen saloons 
In Dawson, bat the proprietors of two 
ar three of them have bought ap prac­ 
tically all the honest liquor in Dawson, 
and the rest sell booohinoo. 
Gambling in Dawson is at a low ebb 
now that most of those who have money 
are away in the mines far the winter's 
work, yet a thriving business is done 
in most of the saloons at roulette, faro 
and stud poker. 
Every four days some mine owner is 
given the credit of having dropped from 
$1,000 to $10,000 in a game.—-John D. 
McGillivray in New York Herald.

Carpenters 
aud painters were busy giving the fin­ 
ishing touches to the yacht, which bas 
been thorongbly overhauled under the 
direction of Captain Drandt The crew 
W M overhauling the arsenal and setting 
up the guns in order to give a warm re­ 
ception to any wandering pirates, a few 
of whom still cruise about Tangier and 
the north African coast. 
The armament of the Narada is quite 
formidable for a pleasure craft Two 
four pounder rapid fire guns are already 
mounted forward, and two others of the 
me caliber were lying on the deck 
amidships and will be mounted on the 
starboard and port quarters respective­ 
ly. She also carries $0 repeating rifles 
and the same number of cutlasses, which 
make a very imposing stand of arms in 
the saloon. 
The Narada is a single screw vessel, 
owned by Henry Walters, the Baltimore 
millionaire, and is enrolled in the New 
York, Larchmont, Atlantic, Baltimore, 
Beawanbaka, Corinthian and Carolina 
Yacht clubs. She is 234 feet over all, 
1U4 feet o d the water line, with an ex­ 
treme beam of 27 feet 3 inches and a 
draft of 14 feet. 
8he is constructed of 
steel, brigantine rigged and was built 
by Barnage A Ferguson of Leith, Scot­ 
land, in 1881. She won christened Semi-

ODD TRAIN ACCIDENT. 


Rim of a B ig D riving W ha#I B roke, I n ­

The rim of one of the six foot drivers 
of the engine drawing the Royal Blae 
line express fur Baltimore and Wash­ 
ington which left Jersey Oity at 11:80 
o’clock a few mornings ago burst as the 
train was rushing past Netherwood, N.

published in a gastrouomi journal at the 
time when be was on earth:

Temperature and terra­ 
pin go hand in hand. 
Now, as to yonr 
terrapin 
bless Jon, there is all the 
difference in the world in them. The 
more northerly is the terrapin found the 
better. Yon eat a Florida terrapin—yon 
needn’t despise it, for terrapin is terra 
pin everywhere—but yon get a Chesa­ 
peake one or a Delaware bay one, or. 
better still, a Long Island one, and there 
is just the difference between $10 
dozen and $36. 
Warm water kinder 
washes the delicate flavor out of them 
Don’t you let Mr. Bergh know it, bot 
your terrapin must be boiled 
alive 
Have a good big pot, with a bot fire an 
der it, so that he shan't languish, and 
when it bas got on a full bead of steam 
pop bim in. What I am goiu to give it 
a recipe for a single one. If yon are aw 
fully rich and go in tor a gross of terra­ 
pin, just use your multiplication table. 
Just as soon as be oaves in watch bim 
aud try his flippers. 
When they part 
when yon pry them with your finger 
nail, he is good. Open him nicely with 
a knife. Bilin of him dislocates the 
snuffbox.

ap two or three times does the business. 
What you arc after is to make it blend. 
There ain’t nothin that must be too point­ 
ed in terrapin stew. It wants to be a 
qniet thing, a suave thing, just pervad­ 
ed with a most beautiful and natural 
terrapin aroma. 
You most serve it to 
the people that eats it on a hot plate, 
hut the real thing is to have it on a 
chafin dish, and though a man ought 
not to be selfish there is a kind of divine 
satisfaction in eatin it all yourself.

A al-aal Colonic**. 
During the last few years the demand 
for pedigree English cattle for Argen 
tin* bas been enormous. Shorthorns, 
Herefords aud Devons have been im­ 
ported weekly, and a crossbred English 
stock now fills the “ corrals” of the 
great beef and bovril companies of the 
Rio de la Plata. lu North America this 
Anglicising process has spread tc all the 
states of the Union. Half bred Herefords 
and Shorthorns are taking the place of 
the common cattle of the States on near­ 
ly all the ranches of the beef producing 
districts, aud the colonizing capacity of 
different English breeds is recommend­ 
ing them for special districts. Thus the 
Devon bulls are purchased for ranches 
where the search for pasture and water 
needs special activity and endurance, 
aud red “ polled” or hornless Suffolk* 
are used where cattle are being bred for 
transit by rail or ship because the ab­ 
sence of horns is then convenient. Even 
tropical Brazil follows the fashion, and 
English Jersey cows are seen demurely 
walking through the forest paths by the 
coffee plantations and English terriers 
and pug dogs sit on the laps of Brazilian 
ladle* 
Whether the Jersey cattle will multi­ 
ply on the planters’ estates time will 
show, hut the spread of our colonizing 
animals, which are now invading simul­ 
taneously the plains of Patagonia and 
the north Canadian territory, does not 
limit its progress to the direction of the 
poles. In India the English horse be­ 
comes a colonist by second intention, in 
the form of the “ waler,” a sounder and 
stronger animal than the majority of 
British hackneys. His value, as com­ 
pared with the native breeds of Asia, is 
■till undetermined, but we mast accept 
bis presence and survival as a fact.— 
London Spectator.

The first distinct mention of soup 
now extant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
it as an invention of the Gauls; but be 
that as it may, the use of soap fat wash­ 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In the 
ruins of Pompeii a complete soap man­ 
ufactory was found, and the utensils 
and some soap were in a tolerable state 
of preservation. 
The Gallic soap of 
eighteen centuries ago was prepared 
from fat and wood ashes, particularly 
the ashes from beech wood, which wood 
wus very common in France as well as 
in England, fckiap is spoken of by writ­ 
ers from the second century, but the 
Saracens wvre the first people to bring 
it into general use as an external cleans­ 
ing medium. The use of soap is thus 
demeritsd: “ When examined chemical­ 
ly, the skin is found to be composed of 
a substance analogous to dried white of 
egg; in a wTord, albumen. Now, albu­ 
men is soluble in the alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing the skin 
the excess of alkali combines with the 
oily fluid with which the skin is natu­ 
rally bedewed, removes it in the form of 
an emulsion, and with a portion of tho 
dirk Another portion of the alkali soft­ 
ens aud dissolves the superficial stratum 
of the skin, aud when this is robbed off 
the rest of the dirt disappears. So that 
every washing of the skin with soap re­ 
moves the old face of the skin aud leaves 
a new one, mid were the process lepeat- 
ed to excess the latter woald become 
attenuated.’’—Philadelphia Ledger.

There are few persons interested iii 
things literary who being in Paris with­ 
in the last IU or 16 years can have fail 
ed to bear of the garret of M. de Gon- 
court. M. de Goncourt himself would 
perhaps have preferred people to say the 
garret of “ the brothers Goncourt,’’ al­ 
though, as in* well known, the institu­ 
tion was originated and fionrisbed only 
after the death of the younger brother. 
The “ garret” specifically was a charm­ 
ing room, half hall, half library, on the 
third floor of the little Louis XVI hotel 
at Auteuil which M. Edmond de Gnu- 
court occupied during the whole latter 
purl of his life; generically it was the 
meeting together of kindred spirits, of 
disciples and admirers aud friends of 
the old maitre, the germ of the academy 
which it was Edmond de Goncourt’a 
dream to establish in opposition to the 
academy of the 40 immortals, and the 
nursery, as it were, where talents were 
grown to ripeness for the honor of ad­ 
mission to that same especial academy.

Dr. William M. Gross of Gillespie, 
Ills., believes that his electrical ma­ 
chine, which has been tested at the 
Laclede Gas, Light and Power com­ 
pany’s plant at the foot of Mound street, 
will revolutionize the methods of pro­ 
ducing electric power. 
Primarily Dr. Gross is at war with 
the schools. The scholastic idea if that 
electricity is a static force. Dr. Gross 
holds that it is induced. He advances 
arguments in behalf of his theory that 
electricians laugh at, but do not refute. 
Some of the tests made by Dr. Gross 
and bis associates by means of kites have 
bqtn successful in a small degree. Oth­ 
ers will follow, and it is expected that 
by March I it will be known whether 
the Gillespie doctor or the practical elec­ 
tricians are right. 
Dr. Gross is manifestly of thoughtful 
habit, almost 60 years old, bald, gray 
bearded aud strong of frame. He is the 
leading practitioner in tho Gillespie 
neighborhood and bM a local reputation 
as a mathematician. No man in the 
community stauds higher. 
His backers in hi* electrical invention 
are John II. Filers of Gillespie and 
Frank Friede and William Brandt of 
Mount Olive, Ills. They are men of 
means, amply able to stand the expense 
of the experiments. Their indorsement 
of his theory tells better than words of 
the faith that is reposed in him. Still 
there is a division of sentiment in G il­ 
lespie, many of Dr. Gross’ neighbors be­ 
lieving, with the electricians, that his 
idea ii chimerical. 
Dr. Gross recently discussed his theo­ 
ry. He said: 
“ My purpose is to capture and utilize 
the earth seeking electricity. I am in 
opposition to the schools in believing 
that electrical force is induced and not 
statio. I do not pretend to be an electri­ 
cian. Time will tell whether I am a 
scientist 
“ The earth und its atmosphere are 
the armature, and that portion of space 
between the earth aud the sun is the 
electro magnet of nature’s grand dy­ 
namo electric machine. The sun is shin­ 
ing on one half of the earth all the 
time. Its rays are vertical od some por­ 
tion of the earth all the time. The space 
between therarthaud the sun is heavily 
charged with electricity. Currents of 
this electricity ure induced out of space 
by the revolutions of the earth from 
west to east. 
“ In accordance with the rule of elec­ 
tric currents they pass in opposite di­ 
rections, going from east to west. This 
is in obedience to the law, interpreted by 
Lenz more than GU yours ago, that in­ 
duced currents of electricity always go 
in opposite directions to the electric 
magnetic force producing the current. 
These currents are brought down to aud 
through the earth’s centrifugal force. 
This force tends from the center toward 
the east. The current tends from the 
east aud to the center of the earth. 
When tho acuter becomes surcharged, 
the current dows off at ubout the seven­ 
tieth parallel, prodoeiug the north and 
south winds. 
“ I will say nothing about the con­ 
struction of my machine, but my object 
is to get a centrifugal force exceeding 
that of the earth. Getting that, I be­ 
lieve I can induce the electrical force 
that is in space. 
“ That is the kernel of my idea. 
“ The earth travels 18>% miles a min 
ate. My machine must go faster than 
this in order to induce the electricity I 
want. 
“ I ani not quite satisfied with the re* 
sults attained. 
We got a decided cur­ 
rent, hut curiously enough the strongest 
How was from an altitude of only IOO 
feet. The men handling the kites then 
bad to put on rubber gloves. 
“ I got my idea in IbDi. It came from 
the discovery that the earth was full of 
electricity, resulting from experiments 
with the giuuiid wire of a telephone. I 
lay dow n aud thought earnestly of how 
I could capture the earth’s electricity. 
It came to me like a flash if I could 
overcome the earth's centrifugal force I 
could utilize the electricity it induces. 
That is what my madame is intended to 
do. 
Whether it will do it or uot re­ 
mains to bo seen. ’’—Hi Louis Pout-Dis­ 
patch.

Boston, Jan. 18.—The fight between 
employer and employe in the New En­ 
gland cotton mills is on, and what it 
will lead up to cannot be foretold. Tho 
great corporations iii New Bedford are 
silent and then sands of operatives idle, 
while hero and thoro discontent cropped 
out all day, the most serious being at 
Biddeford, Me., where 3,200 persons re­ 
fused to work, thus closing two mills, 
and at Lewiston, where one mill was 
crippled by 400 weavers staying oat. 
The general wage reduction is esti­ 
mated to effect 125,000 persons in about 
150 mills, although these mills have pre­ 
viously adopted the new schedule and 
several others have given notice of im 
mediate redactions. 
Here aud there 
dissatisfaction was brought to the no­ 
tice of agents aud overseers over minor 
grievances, and in most wises those were 
either remedied or an inquiry promised. 
Teslav finds the textile operatives 
everywhere intently interested in the 
New Bedford struggle, for hero the test 
of strength aud endurance will come, 
and upon the outcome will depend the 
question of an industrial battle the en­ 
tire length and breadth of the New 
England states. Tke chief point in 
this battle wrill be discipline and the 
first command of 
organized labor 
brought well nigh perfect obedience 
The day passed quite peacefully, bat 
one incident is in some quarters feared 
a* a forerunner of the odds the strikers 
will take if driven to desperation. 
F ran the point of view of the mil 
owner, the New Bedford situation 
now a lockout. Intervention by the 
state board of arbitration this week is 
hardly likely to be allowed, and no overt 
act on the part of the strikers and no at­ 
tempt to open a mill is expected for a 
number of days. 
■ 
The New Bedford strikers will receive 
strike money from operatives elsewhere, 
but. the sum total will be reserved until 
a protracted battle brings on want and 
hardship, which the unions will then 
try to relieve. 
In several mill centers, namely, New 
Bedford aud Biddeford, MOO and Lew­ 
iston, Me., dissatisfaction among the 
niillliands is intense and strikes are on. 
The 18 mills of the former city, which 
give employment to 9,000 hands, have 
been shut flown because the operatives 
have refused to accept the reduction,and 
the contest thus inaugurated promises 
to be one of the most stubborn in the 
history of the textile industry. 
The 
situation in New Bedfon! is very gloomy. 
Business thoro had not recovered from 
the depression which followed the fail 
are of six mill corporations last spring 
The 3,500 employes at the Laconia and 
Pepperell mills in Biddeford, Me., re- 
fns««l to go to work under the new 
schedule, and it is thought the strike 
then' Mull not be settled easily. Some 
of the employes of York mills of Saco 
also joint'd the movement. 
TIM* Audnbiggin mills in Boston and 
the King Phillin plant in Fall River 
wen* handicapped by a strike of a nura 
her of hands, and the Queen City mills 
of Burlington, Vt., have been closed on 
account of a strike which followed the 
posting of notices of a reduction.

C h ic a g o , Jan. 18.—A joint conven­ 
tion of bituminous coal operators aud 
miners met in this city yesterday for 
the purpose of adjusting the wage scale 
for 1898. Five hundred operators and 
miners, representing Western Pennsyl­ 
vania, Went Virginia, Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois, wert* present. Work was rather 
slow owing to the fact that none of the 
delegations was thoroughly organized. 
After adopting the rub's committee re­ 
port. recommending four votes for each 
state, aud a scale committee af four 
m iners and the same number of opera­ 
tors from each state, the convention ad­ 
journed until today to permit organiza­ 
tion of the delegations. 
Permanent organization was effected 
by the selection of W. H. Holcomb of 
Chicago as chairman, and two secre­ 
taries, F. H. Brooks of Ohio and W. O. 
Pearoe of Chicago, the former represent­ 
ing the miners and the latter the oper­ 
ators. 
Theoonmittee on credentials reported 
221 operators in attendance, as follows: 
Ohio, 46; Indiana, 41; Illinois, 92; Penn­ 
sylvania, 42.

Virginia, 17.
